A message from the Governor, by bis private Secretary, 
Bir, Delouch. 


Fetlow-Citizens of the Senate, 
and ofthe House of Representatives: 
THE duties of the Execvtive Department 
having so recently devolved upon me, by the death 
of our venerable Governor, if cannot be expected 
that E would be able to give you much information 
as to the condition of the State; infact, you, gentle- 
men, coming from different parts of the country, 
being the immediate representatives of the people, 
are better acquainted with their wants and griev- 
ances than‘d can possibly be; and E have no doubt 
but your best exertions willbe made to promote 
their happiness and prosperity. As I shall be so 
soon superseded by the Governor elect, it is un- 
necessary, to gise you the assurance of my cor- 
dial co-operation. : 
‘The Report of the Auditor of Public Accounis 
will exhibit to you the present state of the revenue. 
There appears at this time to be a deficit in the . 
Treasury of seven thousand nine hundred and 
thirty-one dollars, twenty-seven and a quarter 
- cents, to which, if we add the probable amount of 
claims against the State, of twelve thousand dol- 
lars, which. bave not been presented in consequence 
of there being no money in the Treasury, will make 
a deficit of nineteen thousand ‘nine hundred and 
thirty-one dollarstwenty-seven and aquarter cents, 
to which, if we add the amount of thé debt due the 
Bank of the State, on a loan, inclusive of interest, 
twenty one thousand one hundred and fifteen dol: 
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lars, will make a balance against the Treasury of 
forty-one thousand and forty-six dollars twenty- 
seven and a quarter cents. 

-Tt is much to be regretted that notwithstanding 
the care and vigilance of that valuable officer (the 
Auditor of Public, Accounts,) we cannot expect 
that the amount of the Assessment of Taxes for 
the présent year will be adequate to the disburs- 
ment of the ensuing, and at the close of the Session 
{as has been the case for some time previous) there 
will be no money remaining in the Treasury. The 
salary officers of the State will-again be reduced 
to the necessity of disposing oftheir Warrants at 4. 
discount or waiting thetciose of the fiscal year. It is 
necessary for the honor and dignity of the State, 
that good faith be observed, and all important that 
public credit be re-established. Mississippi, as yet, 
has done nothing towards internal improvement 

‘and but little towards the encouragement of educa- 
dion. In every public institution the stock of which 
«ig calculated to produce a revenue, (it appears to 
me) the State should be the principal concerned. 
By this policy she might in a few years haye an 
averflowing Treasury, and her citizens be relieved 
from the burthens of direct taxation; such has beer 
the course of New-York, South-Carolina, and ap- 
pears at present to be the policy of Louisiana, as” 
well as several other of our ‘sister States. But 
without fands or credit, States as well as indivi- 
duals can effect nothing. I would not wish to be 
understood that the General Assembly should lay 
atax that would at once extinguish the public 
. debt; but one that would produce a revenue some- 
. Ahing more’than adequate to the annual expendi- 
ture which would put it in the power of the State 
to borrow at a low rate, either from home or foreign 
capitalists, 2 sum of money the interest of which 
would not exceed her surplus revenue; LE would 
B 
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“$herefore recommend a revision of the revente 
lews, and the adoption of sucha system of taxa- 
tion as will in your opinions be least burthensome 
to the people. 

T have too high a regard for the pride and pa- 
triotism of our fellow-cifizens for a moment to sup- 
pose they would murmur; allthey would ask to 

now, has the funds of the State been properly ap- 
plied? S: 

T have the pleasure to state, that the Governor 
of Alabama, has been written to in pursuance ofa 
resolution of the General Assembly, providing for 
the adjustment of the accounts between the two 
Staies, and that there is -every reason to hope the 
Legislature of Alabama will at their present ses- 
sion enter into a corresponding arrangement te ef- 
fect that object. . 

In conformity to the several laws ofthe State, 
making appropriation of the three per cent. fand, 
@ correspondence was entered inte by the late 

* 4overnor, 1 itk several officers ofthe General Gor- 

ernment relative to that subject, from which it ap- 
pears there was duc tothe State of Mississippi, 
on the 3ist day of December, 1824, the sum of 
fifieen thousand seven hundred and eighty dollars 
26--100, exclusive ofthe three per cent. on the a- 
: mount of lands sold at the land offices at Tusca- 
Joosa and Huntsville, situated m the County of 
Monroe, which together with the probable amount 
of the three per cent. on the sales of public lands 
within the State durmg the year 1825, will in- 
crease that fund to something more thaw twenty 
thousand dollars. It also appears that in August 
iasi, a draft was received by the Governor, from 
the Treasurer of the United States on the Bank of 
the State of Mississippi, on accaunt of said fund, 

. for fifteen thousand seven hundred and eighty dol- 

cedars 26-400, which from some cause {most proba- 
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ble the want of particular instructions to the’Ca, 
shier,) was deposited in the Port-Gibson Branch 
Bank, to the individual credit of Walter Leake. 
I have received from his administrators, a draft 
payable to the Governor of the State, for fourteen 
thousand dollars eight and three quarter cents, 
also one thousand four hundred and forty dollars, 
‘473--400, which makes the amount,deducting thrée. 
hundred and forty dollars expended by the late 
Governor, in building a bridge across fourteen 
mile creek.———-The road from Jackson towards 
Winchester: has been finished, the expenses on 
which amount to two hundred and fifty dotlars.— 
The road authorized: from Bowie to Pearlington, 
has been finished and the Auditor’s Warrant is- 
sued according to law, for six hundred and eighty 
eight dollars, which leave the amaunt of that fand, 
ai the disposal of the General Assembly, fourteen 
thousand five hundred and ten dollars 26--100. 
I would suggest the propriety. of making a pro- 
œ yision for appointing an agent, in future to receive 
this fund, as it accrues te the State, and depositing 
it in the Treasury,.to be drawn out upon the Au- 
ditor’s Warrant as other moneys. 

The contingent expenses of the Executive de- 
part mentfrom the first day of January, 1825, up 

‘40 the present time, amount to seven hundred and 

: seventy six dollars, 854--100 leaving a surplus of 
seven hundred and twenty three dollars, 143--100 
‘which has been paid into the Treasury. The vouch- 
ers are herewith submitted for the inspection of the 
General Assembly. 

Several resolutions from different states have 
been received, proposing amendments te the Con- 
stitution of the United States, (which are herewith 

_  daid before you.) -The resolution from ‘Tennessee 
‘+ On the subject of the election of a President is one 
‘which has excited much interest; the plan propos- 
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ed appears calculated to meet the views of the citi- 
zens of this state, and at the same time retain the 
advantage gained by the representation of three 
fifths of the coloured population in lieu of the con- 
cession of the representation of state sovereignty in 
the Senate of the United States, which should 
never be lost sight of by the slave holding states. 

The General Assembly at their last session pas- 
sed a law providing for the taking the Census of 
the state; the present apportionment of representa- 
tion was made in 4821; the Constitution of the 
State, requires a new apportienmeni to be made 
the present session. 

I would respectfully suggest for the considera- 
tion of the General Assembly the propriety of re- 
pealing that part of the law giving fees to Justices 
of the Peace in civil suits, and granting in lieu 
thereof exemptions from working on roads,serving 
on juries, &c. Tam very far from being dispose 
to cast a general reflection on this important part 
of the community, but feel satisfied that many seek 
the office for its profits, and instead of being con- 
servators théy become disturbers of the peace of 
the neighbourhood, and cause the office to be con 
temned by those best calculated to grace it; the 
poorer class of our citizens are ile persotis expos- 
ed to their rapacity and should be protected; also I 
cannot help thinking it incompatible with justice 
that the officer trying the cause should be interest- 
ed; as must be the case between insolvent plaintiffs 
and solvent defendants; by making the office honor- 
able it wilfbe more generally sought after. The 
state has a right to require the services of her citi- 
zens, and should you be of opinion that the ex- 
emption from other duties is not a sufficient induce- 
‘ment to Bil the office, I seeno reason why the 
County Court should not be vested with power to 
make the selection and the law impose a- penalty 
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otf “stich persons BS may refuse to accept the ap- 
pointment. 


‘The most yaluable body of lands in the State 
and capable of sustaining a dense population is 
still in possession of the Indians; the longer they 
remain within our limits the more devoted they 

. will become to the soils consequently the more dif- 
ficult to be removed. For the United States to suf- 
fer them to continue, without an effort to extin- 

ish their title is depriving us of that territory we 
ad a right to expect when we were admitted into 
the Union. These lands if purchased would add 
much to the population and wealth of the State: F 
would recommerid that this subjéct together with 
a scale of reduction of the price of such ‘public 
lands, (according fo the number of years,) as have 
been offered and not sold, be pressed upon Con- 
ss. Population to a state is not only strength 

_ but wealth: This system would induce a vast nam- 

“Der of honest but poor families ta remain with us, 
who at present seek the protection of another gov- 
ernment from the liberal inducements that are heid 


t. 

Fellow-Citizens, I shall close my remarks, hop- 
ing that harmony may attend your deliberations; 
that HE who rules over the Universe and guides 
the destinies of man, may prosper your exertions 
tg promote the interests of the State.

ted to him by his country. 

Ina community, Feliow-Citizens, where the peo- 
ple profess to be capable of governing themselves, 
and where all legitimate power emanates from 
them, it is an acknewledged iruth that the facility 
of obiaining education, is an object of primary im- 
portance, and ought to claim the unremitting at- 
tention of those, to whom the hich functions of le- 
gislation are committed: for as the voice of the 
people controls the political course, it follows that 
representative government, can only be sustained 
in its purity, by virtue and intelligence. The part 
thai devolves npon every constituent, independent 
of his being liable to be called to office, requires 
that be should understand and justly appreciate 
the principles upon which his rights and privi 
are founded. In irnth ignorance and despotism 
_are so intimately connected, that ihe one is seldom 
found io exist without the other. Tt becomes there- 
fore our duty to eatonrage by all the means within 
our reach, the acquirement by every individual, of 
that portion of learning, which would enable him 
4p obtain a knowledge of ibe measures of his ge- 
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ernment, and $t him to transact the ordinary busi- 
meas of life. Assembled as you are fromthe se- 
yeral counties of the State, your combined infor- 
mation and knowledge, will enable you io deter- 
mine, whether as yet, it would be practicable to 
adopt auy general measure for the attainment of 
this desirable object. Iam aware, from obvious 
causes of the difficulties te be encountered in the 
establishment ofa general system adequate to the 
purposes I have stated. In certain sections of the 
country where the population is tolerably dense, 
' free schools might probably be instituted with ad- 
vantage io the inhabitants; butin a great portion 
ef the Siate, we could not at present promise our- 
selyes a fair prospect of success from the experi- 
ment. Fhe time however has arrived when our 
thoughts sheuld be turned to this all important 
subject. I have deemed it therefore my duty to 
, bring it to the view of the representatives ef the 
poopie. The liberal donations made by the Gene- 
ral Government for ihe purposes of Literature, 
will, # is hoped, at no distant period, prove highly 
advantageous to the youth of our country, by enab- 
ling us to establish such Seminaries as will do 
away the necessity of sending them from heme, to 
ebtain a knowledge of the higher branches of Sci- 
ence and learninfe. a 
The laudable spirit that is prevalent in many of ` 
gar Sister Siaies, to augment their comfort and 
kappiness by internal improvements, is worthy of 
aur emulation. Inno section of the United States 
could greater advantages be derived from a well 
digested system than in this. Our rivers, which 
are numerous, could be rendered navigable for a

be adopied,to be satisfactory and in trath to be suc-
